I will fly to 
Sydney. 

“J hope to have my citizen- 
ship in two or three months, if 
everything goes OK © 

‘Odzakoy said he was looking 
forward to playing ulongside 
Vedran Rozic. the Sydney 
Croatia coach who finally got 
his clearance from Hajduk 
Split, and played in the 1-2 loss 
to Wollongong Jast Sunday. 

“Rozic played for Yugosla- 
via, and he had maybe 500 
games for Hajduk. | played 
against him a couple of times 
while I was with Vardar, and 
he is a top player.’” 

With Odzakov in the team, 
Sydney Croatia continues to 
develop into perhaps the most 
glamorous team in Australian 
soccer. 

Although Sydney Croulia 
succeeded in forcing Odza- 
Kov’s transfer fee down. he 
still is the most expensive 
player of the season so far. 

At Croatia, Odzakov links up 
with Socceroo Jim Patikas 
who was bought from Sydney 
Olympic

Yet Odzakov was Make- 
donia’s player of the year in 
1983, he has been hailed by 
many experts as the finest 
midfielder in Australia and he 
played more than 200 Yugoslav 
First Division matches for 
Vardar Skopje before coming 
to Australia. 

When Makedonia asked all 
its players to take a pay cut be- 
cause the season will be short- 
er this year. Odzakov agreed 
to a $2600 reduction in his con- 


tract pay. providing the club 


provided air tickets back to 
Yugoslavia for him and his 
wife and child His existing 
contract, which was to expire 
at the end of the season, pro- 
vided for only one air ticket. 

According to QOdzakov. 
Makedonia agreed to the two 
and a half air fares providing 
that when he returned to Yu- 
goslavia. any club that bought 
him would pay Makedonia a 
$3000 transfer fee 

Alternatively, Odzakov 
could have had a free transfer 
in Yugoslavia. but no aic tick- 
ets 

Odzakov argued that in Yu- 
goslavia, $3000 was a prohibi- 
tive fee 

Neither side would budge in 
the dispute. and so Victoria 
has lost one of its finest play- 
ers.

Walter Valeri has been taken off Inter-Monaro’s 
transfer list after being sacked iast week, and the club has 
been joined by former Dinamo Zagreb forward Emil 
Dragicevic who had been training with Sydney Croatia. 


Valeri, 29, the Inter-Monaro 
captain, was sacked over 
opinions he put to club 
directors on behalf of the 
players, but he still won't say 
exactly what those opinions 
were. 

‘‘On the Wednesday before 
our first game, «against 
Canberra, I was called in by 
the directors and asked 
certain things about how the 
team was going, and I told 
them,’’ Valeri said. 

‘Apparently I must have 
offended a few people.

Asked to spell out exactly 
what it was that Valeri and the 
players had to Say to the 
directors, Valeri said: ‘It’s 
something I don’t want to go 
into too deeply. Most of it is 
only between the players and 
the club.’ 


The players felt that it was 
wrong to sack Valeri the 
Thursday before the game. 


They met on Friday night and 
many wanted to take action — 
a strike perhaps — but Valeri 
dissuaded them 


At the height of the dispute, 
Inter Monaro wanted to swap 
Valeri for Canberra’s Angelo 
Ambrosino, and Canberra 
agreed, but on Tuesday last 
week, when the storm had 
blown over, Canberra was 
informed by telegram that 
Valeri was off the transfer list. 


Valeri first joined Inter 
Monaro in 1977 after five years 
with West Woden Juventus, 
and stints in Griffiths with 
Hanwood and Griffiths United. 
He left Inter-Monaro to play 
for Canberra Arrows and then 
APIA before returning to Inter 
Monaro last year. 


Although switched to 
midfield, he was top scorer in 
the NSW State League in 1984. 






South Melbourne Hellas’s nippy striker 
Charlie Egan is pessimistic about his future 
with the national soccer team, but he’s keep- 
ing his fingers crossed, hoping his goalscor- 
ing exploits will sway Socceroo coach Frank 


Arok. 


Egan scored twice and was 
best on the ground as Hellas 
beat Green Gully 3-2 in their 
first-round National Soccer 
League match at Middle 
Park. 

And he was the top scorer on 
the Soceroos’ world tour late 
last year, notching a total of 
four goals although he played 
only two full matches. In seven 
other games on the 12-match 
tour he was replaced during 
play or came on as a substitu- 
te. 

The Socceroos have a busy 
match schedule this year. 
International tournaments 
against leading European 
teams are planned here in May 
and in June-July, as prepara- 
tion for the World Cup quali- 
fying series in September-Oc- 
tober. 

But Egan fears it may all 
pass him by. 

“I don’t really feel confident 
of bemg selected again,’’ he 
said, “but I’m certainly keep- 
ing my fingers crossed, be- 
cause I'd love to play in the 
World Cup. 

“Frank Arok uses two stri- 
kers and, with David Mitchell 
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Gold Summer Cup, not the 
premier sporting event of 
the century, and it was ex- 
tremely improper of me to 
overlook the sensibilities 
of the players whom we all 
know are extremely sensi- 
tive and nervous about 
playing in public.

papers to read about their ex- 
ploits; to the VSF, which 
Staged the game; and most of 
all to the sponsor, who put a lot 
of money into the competition.

However, Egan expects his 
Hellas team-mates Oscar 
Crino and Ken Murphy to 
retain their positions in the 
national squad, even though 
neither has been in good form. 

“Oscar had an infection 
after cutting his shin while 
hill-climbing and that caused 
him to miss our pre-season 
training,’’ Egan said. ‘‘Now he 
has to get his fitness in games, 
but it won’t be long before you 
see him back at his best. 

‘Kenny had a much better 
game against Green Gully and 
it looks like he'll be a key 
player in the national team."’ 

Egan said Hellas right back 
Bobby Russell and Stopper 
Steve Blair also deserved 
places in the Socceroo squad, 
as did some of Makedonia’s 
players, particularly defender 
Ian Dobson. 

“Hellas won the national 
championship last year and 
Makedonia has been in great 
form for a few years now. 
Surely if the players are pro- 
ducing the results they should 
be given a go,”’ Egan said. 

But the nucleus of the 
national team is in place, and 
it won't be changed unless 
there are injuries, he added. 
‘The way I see it, Terry Gree- 
dy, David Ratcliffe, Graham 
Jennings, Tommy McCulloch, 
Oscar Crino, John Kosmina 
and probably Ken Murphy all 
look dead set certainties.”’ 

Egan's own chances depend, 
he believes, on his form in NSL 
matches.

midfield, so Duisburg loaned me out to Brugge 
for the remainder of the contract. 

“‘l was really glad to be played up front again, 
and things started to go right for me from the 
very first game. it was against Anderlecht and 
although we lost 1-2, | set up the goal, and had 
a really good game.

“I've had some really interesting offers from 
France and from some teams in England but I 
can’t name them yet, as I promised them not to 
let out anything in the press until something is 
finalised.

Socceroo midfielder Tommy McCulloch is. 


chafing at the bit, raring to get into stride 
with APIA and thankful to be away from Mar- 
coni’s “‘boring’”’ style of football. 

“I'm a bit angry with Marconi over the way they 
delayed my transfer,” McCulloch said. 


‘*Marconi was childish over the whole thing and I was 
getting annoyed, but thankfully that’s all behind me.” 
McCulloch joined APIA in a straight swap for mid- 


fielder Ian Gray last week. 

McCulloch said he wanted to 
leave Marconi because ‘‘after 
four years with the club I felt I 
needed a change.” 

‘However, he also admitted 
there was an underlying 
motive. 

“IT felt that last year’s Mar- 
coni was becoming a boring 
team,”’ he said 


“T really don’t believe that 
we provided value for the fans 
last season, even though we 
finished third and made the: 
play-offs.” 

McCulloch believes Marconi 
was a far more entertaining 
side in 1983 under coach Doug, 
Collins, who gave the players at 
free rein on the field 

“Doug was the best thing 
that ever happened to Marco- 
ni 

“Tt's a great pity he couldn't 
have stayed’ I think he would 
have produced the results and 
provided a great, entertaining 
team. 

‘Doug never really con- 
strained us. 

“I know that the players en- 
joyed that ’83 season a great 
deal and I think we played 
some attractive football 

“Okay, so we didn’t do too 
well, but there was hope for 
the future.” 

Mc-culloch said that under 
current coach Les Scheinflug, 
Marconi had adopted a much 
more rigid, defensive format. 

“T think that last year’s side 
was boring,” he said — 

But McCulloch said he was 
not criticising Scheinflug as a 
coach 

“| suppose it largely de- 
pended on what he had avail- 
able to work with. 

“As national team coach he 
had a larger pool to choose 
from and his sides tended fo be 
more adventurous. 


Youth team 

“The youth team was a 
classic example, because 
there he had two wingers and 
the whole side had a different 
approach.” 

McCulloch said he only just 
resumed training a couple of 
weeks ago, having taken an ex- 
tended holiday after the Socce- 
roos’ world tour. 

“It was my first break from 
the game in nearly three 
years," he said 

“I still find it hard to believe 
that I went that long without a 
real rest.” 

McCulloch said that young 
Socceroo commitments as 
well as a trial period with 
Southhampton in England had 
absorbed nearly all of the Aus- 
tralian “*off-season”’ and it was 
not until last December that 
he could toss aside his boots 
and kick up his heels 

“If anyone had told me in 
1982 that I'd be playing for 
three years without more than 
a week off here and there, I'd 
have said [ wouldn’t make it. 

“And I nearly didn't 

“There were times last 
season when I felt there was 
no way I could play on the 
weekend.” 

“It wasn't a physical thing. 
It was a mental approach " 

“You just become drained 
and can’t motivate yourself 
into preparing for the match.” 

“Once the game starts. you 
automatically get keyed up. 
but afterwards it’s a big 

drain.” 

The fact that his move to 
APIA means he’s the sole 
national team representative 
in the side doesn’t worry 
McCulloch. 

“I thought we had some 
pretty good players at Marconi 
and yet I was the only Soc- 
ceroo there last year so that 
thought doesn’t worry me,”’ he 
said 


“And anyway, there are 





players at APIA like Arno Ber- 
togna who I reckon are on the 
fringe of Socceroo selection.” ' 

McCulloch was surprised 
how well his first training ses- 
sion with APIA went.

In our NSL, John Kosmina does 
a lot of roving — indeed, to pull a 
dumb centre back away from the 
middle is his most regular ploy — 
and so does Marshali Soper, as do 
Marton and Doug Brown. 

Trouble is, you need some very 
expert midfielders, with an in- 
stinct and ability for goalscoring, 
to exploit the new-style striker to 
the full.

Juventus’s 1-2 loss to West Adelaide in that match brought its 
record in seven matches this year to: 1 win, 2 draws and 4 
losses — a record that was not at all regarded kindly by the 
Juve fans who had expected more from a team bolstered by 
Wade, Yakka Banovic and Peter Lewis, whose transfer fees 

added up fo $38,000! The match against GreenGully was yet 
to come as this article was written — a match of tremendous 
importance to Wade since it was from Green Gully that he 
joined Juventus 

Wade had stints with Slavia and Croydon but it was at Green 
Gully last season that he reaily hit the heights, winning the 
Boral Bricks — ‘Soccer Action”’ Player of the Year award and 
finishing second to Adelaide City’s Sergio Melta in the Austral- 
ian Soccer Press Association Player of the Year voting. 

He doesn’t say so, but he couldn't be blamed for wishing he was 
back at Green Gully because at Juventus so far, almost every- 
thing has gone wrong 

He’s not even happy in the position he’s been playing. 

‘‘My form is not as good as it was at Green Gully,” he says, “but 
the sare is true of other players. Last year, I enjoyed being 
involved and taking charge in the middle of the midfield, but at 
Juventus, John Margaritis has had me playing wide on the left, 
where he thought I could do more damage.” 

Wade was talking about the role he was asked to play before 
Fabio Incantalupo returned to the side last Sunday. 

“Sometimes I felt like I was playing as a left winger, rather than 
a left midfielder. The way we play, Margaritis wants three 
midfielders to attack, and one — usually John Dowie — to stay 
back. Robbie Cullen provides us with width on the right, and 
because our strikers, Joe Sweeney and Andrew Zinni are close 
to each other in the middle, I had to go down the left wing, 
which isn’t my kettle of fish. However, Richard Miranda isn't 
suited there either, so although I wasn’t 100 per cent happy, I 
just had to stay there.”’ 

Juventus’s dismal! early form baffles Wade as much as it baffles 
everyone al the club. “I can’t say we haven't got the players. 
On paper, we're as good if not better than the strongest in the 
league,” he says 


The Margaritis style 


“We're just getting back into the swing of the way John Marga- 
ritis likes to play football, and I guess it takes a bit of time, As 
soon as we win the ball, John wants us to play it quickly through 
the midfield — rather than knock it hopefully from defence up 
to big Joe Sweeney which didn’t work. And he wants everyone 
behind the ball as soon as we lose possession. 

‘‘When we go forward, he wants the midfielders to play the ball to 
the feel of the strikers — preferably to Zinni, because Swee- 
ney’s strength is in the air — and he wants them to delay, then 
get the midfielders up there as well.” 

Wade and the other players were dismayed when previous coach 
Tommy Traynor was sacked after only three matches. ‘‘Having 
only three games doesn’t give you much of a chance, does it? 
But I guess the club is hungry for success and they’ll do any- 
thing to getit,’’ Wade says. 

Peter Lewis is the most expensive full back in Australian soccer 
history. Juventus bought him from Melbourne Croatia for an 
incredible $18,000, whereas Croatia had bought him from Green 
Gully the previous year for ‘‘only’’ $14,000, and Green Gully had 
picked him up from Altona City four years earlier for $1000! 
During the Buffalo Gold Cup night series, Lewis played out of 
position as stopper because Brian Brown was ineligible to play 
until a visa vacancy was created for him. Lewis then was in- 
jured, and returned to the team only two weeks ago. 

Brown came back into the team after Kevin Lloyd was trans- 
ferred to Green Gully. “He adds a bit of power to the back 
four,”’ says Wade. 

‘‘He’s got an old head on young shoulders, and he’s responding to 
Margaritis’s demand for more creative play from the back, 
rather than taking the easy way out and knocking it back to the 
goalkeeper

Talent dying, 


says Puskas 


So there is not much to 
look at, when you do look 
at Puskas — yet some 
magic oozes out of him, an 
aroma of immortality, a 
dash of cosmic powers. 
You’d be only mildly sur- 
prised if, in front of your 
eyes, he began to ascend 
towards heaven. 

Anecdotes. recollections. re- 
flections and quips pour out of 
him, an avalanche stored up 
over some 40 years of sporting 
glamour and travel. Like 
popes. Puskas has met every- 
body in soccer who matters 
and tens of thousands who 
don't 

People walk up to him 
almost non-stop. stare al him 
and say. "Remember me?’ and 
often Puskas does. When he 
doesn’t. he is careful not to of- 
fend 

Formally and informally he 
must have been interviewed 
and quizzed a million times: 
there is a slightly detectable 
tone of dejavu in his replies: 
an almost mechanical. 
rehearsed tone 

But no matter how tedious, 
repetitive or silly the ques- 
tions may be. Puskas, the 
great professional. honors 
them all with an answer Who 
is the greatest living soccer 
player? “‘Maradona’. he 
replies without hesitation “He 
knows everything’ but, he 
adds, he fears for the future of 
that Argentine superstur who. 
surrounded by minders. has 
lost millions in recent years — 
all without trace 

And the greatest ever in 
your time. apart from Puskas? 
He doesn't hesitate. quite 
clearly he's been usked the 
same thing before 

‘My former team-mate 
Bozsik and two Brazilians. 
Garrincha and Nilton Santos,’ 
he says. 

Why did you leave out Pele, 
someone exclaims. “I left out 
another 5000, not just Pele,” 
he says. “These three are my 
tops, my subjective choices. 
Some people rate Di Stefano as 
the greatest. Maybe he was. 
But in soccer the greatest 
cannot be measured, like in a 
100 metres swim.” 

Even though he is an admi- 
rer of Brazilian soccer, 
Puskas rates the Hungarian 
team of 1952-54 above the rest 
from South America — the 
world champion sides of 1958 
and 1970 included 

“Quite simply. there won't 
be another team like ours 
was.” he says without false 
modesty Five or six world 
class players. all at once 
Where do you get them nowa- 
days?” 

It took him, he says. a “‘long 
time’ to live down that 2-3 
defeat, in the 1954 World Cup 
final in Berne. How Jong? “I'll 
live with that regret for ever.” 
he admits. “We had it in our 
hands..we threw it away, thats 
the truth. We played arrogant- 
ly and badly after our early 2-0 
lead. All the other excuses 
were rubbish."’ 

Puskas becomes quite vehe- 
ment when approached about

one of the enduring soccer 
legends — that German de- 
fender Liebrich had deliber- 
ately injured him in that early 
round &-3 match 

““Liebrich didn’t kick me. as 
the reports always said. but 
stepped on my foot And it was 
accidental. If anything. my 
fault. But I never once blamed 
Liebnich.” 

Of his former Honved and 
Hungary team-mates, that 
great wing half. Jozsef Bozsik 
remains closest to him — even 
some years after his pre- 
mature death They grew up 
together in suburban Wispest, 
Street urchins of the first 
order. joined the same club. 
became world stars. [hen, in 
1956, they split: Bozsik stayed 
at home Puskas becume an 
exile 

“Bozsik was the greatest 
I’ve played with, Here was one 
player who at every moment 
knew what to do with the ball 
and how to do it. The greatest 
passer of the ball of all time, 
and a charming, warm man. 

“Kocsis? He was u good boy 
and died tragically in Barce- 
lona a few years ago He was 
never any problem. he was so 
sriet that we often feared he'd 
fall asleep in the dressing 
room 

“Czibor was crazy and still 
is, in Barcelona. We called 
him crazy. too. an unpredict- 
able genius on and off the field. 
True, he was never the closest 
one to me — but it’s purt of the 
fotklore which claims that for 
years we never talked to each 
other. Not true. 

“Buzansky? He was u tough 
defender — but we had three 
or four better ones for that 
post. Still, Buzansky pluyed — 
because he was from the 
Dorog Miners Club — and this 
way. for years. none of us had 
any fuel problems.” 

And Puskas goes on match- 
eS. opponents, team-mates, 
coaches, officials are reiem- 
bered. some fondly, some with 
impish wit. Nothing 1s sacred, 
everybody is sacrificed on the 
altar of the venerable Hun- 
garian gallows humor 

Puskas is just concerned as 
anybody else about the game's 
declining popularity. about the 
fading magic of the round ball 
Like millions of others, he ts at 
loss to Offer an instant rem- 
edy. 
“I've heard all possible solu- 
tions and explanations about 
youngsters having a Car, a 
video, a stereo and three girl- 
friends to divert their interest 
from sport. They could al! be 
true. Perhaps scientists should 
analyse the reasons. 

“All I can see with any 
certainty is that talent is 
drying up everywhere, that the 
individual brilliance, which 
made soccer in our days so 
much fun, is almost com- 
pletely a thing of the past. 

“You get an infrequent Ma- 
radona. Rummienigge. Platini 
or someone like them — and 
we all rave Well. around 1950 
in Budapest we had some 200 
world players from whom the 
“Golden Team’ was shaped. 
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“You don't believe me? Hi- 
degkuti, possibly the greatest 
centre forward in the world. 
together with Di Stefano. was 
not the first. not even the 
second choice for Hungary 
Manager Sebes wanted the 
free-scoring Deak but he was 
badly injured. Zsengeller was 
getting old. Mike left Italy, 
Szusza didn’t want to play in 
the middle. So. at 29 Hidgekuti 
was drafted 

“He was strong and always 
willing to run which neither I 
nor Kocsis were crazy about. 
So pretty soon we talked Hid- 
gekuti into covering a bigger 
area — and playing as a deep 
lying centre forward while 
Kocsis and 1, as inside for- 
wards, stayed up front. Well, 
that’s how the famous system 
was born. Not on the drawing 
board, as people imagine and 
not in Brazil, as others claim.” 

Puskas not only tived 
through the darkest, Koestle- 
rian years of Stalinism — but 
was one of the very few 
secure, sacred menibers of the 
privileged new class. Dozens 
of stories and anecdotes have 
survived from those years, 
about Puskas — during famil- 
iartty with the big brothers of 
the party, the soccer hero of 
Hungary enjoyed a measure of 
freedom denied to millions of 
Others 

“We were lucky. | guess 
that army minister Mihaly 
Farkas was a preat soccer 
nut,” Puskas recalls “"mil- 
lions in Hungary feared him as 
general Farkas. we knew him 
as uncle Mihaly.” 

Since his retirement as a 
player. Puskas has spent some 
15 or more years outside Spain 
coaching Canada. USA, Chile. 
Greece twice, Egypt. Not once 
any of the traly great clubs of 
the world. Would he like to 
have a chance with his beloved 
Real Madrid? 

“Of course,’’ he says. “But 
at Real you don’t volunteer, 
they call you in. And they 
haven't called me, maybe 
never will. That would be the 
ultimate for me: Back at Real 
Madrid, But there are dozens 
of top coaches in the queue. 
And coaching in Spain carries 
so much intrigue, so much 
back-stabbing that 1 don’t 
know if I could stand it. 

“Ive just finished a four- 
year contract in Port Said. 
Egypt — and J live in Madrid 
again, until something turns 
up Luckily. I can afford to 
take time off. travel a bit, 
meet old friends. But an offer 
may come tomorrow and then 
I'm off again. In recent years 
I've travelled so much that my 
suitcuse can find its way 
around airports without me”

Fawkner went into this
